New bullet-proof glass has been 
installed about the cashier’s cage. 
Iu a recent test. in which more 
than 12 shots were fired from a 
.38 calibre 
revolver 
(sometimes 
carried by the robbers In case per­ 
suasion is necessary in making a 
living), and a .45 calibre machine 
gun (the very latest thing for am ­ 
bitious young men who work In 
banks, on the outside of the cages), 
non# of the bullets were able to 
penetrate the glass. 
The demon­ 
stration was held In a vacant lot 
with more 
than 
IOO 
depositor* 
watching anxiously. 
In addition to the glass, a metal 
amplifier and raised and lowered 
paying slots, have been provided 
for the patrons 
No space through 
which a gun might be pointed has 
been left open. 
A gun port has been placed iu 
each window, so the cashier may 
fire from within. 
This gives him 
the potentialities of a one man 
battery. 
The wire netting placed above 
.the cage serves the double function 
'of preventing the intruder from 
I climbing over the cage aud firing 
from above. 
The bullet proof glass, one and 
!one-eight inches thick, consists of 
three layers of glass, with two lay­ 
ers of celluloid between. 
The 
celluloid spreads the area impact 
when a bullet strikes the 
glass 
diminishing the force of the bullet.
